offered, . "DT assume that 
BG agreement will be reached in 
the matter of reparations, and I 
think that Groat Britain and 
America, as the two- great 
creditor countries of the world, 
gan, by acting in co-operation 
upon commercial lines, carry the 
matter a long way towards a suc- 
cessful conclusion.” 


Touching on-thy subject of 
German reparation bonds, Mr. 
Goodenough said he thought they 
could be made more attractive if 
the principle of the endorsed 
bond were accepted. He felt 
sure that to the investing public 
"a bond given by Germany, speci- 
fically wecured by German asseta 
and bearing also the endorse- 
ment of the recipient nation 
which had received it on 
acconnt of reparations, would 
prove .a marketshle security. 
Germany could not. afford to de- 
fault on a widely held bond issue. 
We think the chairman of. 
Barclays Bank has made’ out‘a 
very good case for favourable 
consideration of the German re- 
quest for a nioratorium; eccom- 
paniéd as it is by specific offers 
of guarantees; also for the float- 
ing of aGerman bond issue. In 
this connection, the case of 
Austria serves as an example of 
what outside co-operative’ effort 
can do in the way of placing a 
country, whore fisances are in a 
parlous etate, on s sound footing ; 
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and it was only yesterday that 
we had a cable reporting the 
over-subscription of bonds in the

The Housing Crisis. 


To-morrow the Bill to amend 
the Renta Ordinance is to come 
before tha Legislative Council on 
its second reading, when op- 
‘portunity will begiven for the in- 
troduction of ans furthsr amend- 
ments which members wish 
to bring forward. We anticipate 
a considerable debata- arising out, 
of the present abnormal situation 
created by the pulling down of 
occupied property, the result of 
which, it is stated, is that soma 
30,000 tenants are being compell- 
ed toeeek new homes. With the 
facta thus, the Government surely 
cannot intend to lat events take 
theirawn course. The Bill which 
comes up for consideration to- 
morrow, whilst it proposes'certain 
distinct improvements on the 
principal Ordinance, in fairness 
both to landlords and tenants, 
does nothing to ameliorate the 
fot of these uphappy people 
who are forced to give up 
possession of their houses and, 
even if able to secure new 
accommodation, must in fu- 
ture pay much higher rentals 
than they can afford. We assert 
that the crisis is one which has 
to be faced. [Et isno use shirking 
it and trusting to providence that 
these dispossessed tanants may 
eventually be some-how “ absor- 
bed.” For which reason we anter- 


tain the hope that the Bill will 


be materially strengthened before 
it goes.through its final stages. 
Fixing ‘he Responsibility. 

It is something to the good that 
the British Minister in - Peking 
is being instructed to press for 
a Chinesy railway police force, as 
well as greater foreign control 
over tailway revenues in order 
to ensure that the force shall be 
properly paid. Joint action witb 
other Powers is proposed along 
these lines. That should have 
some good effect, but it really 
only touches ove small aspect 
of the bandit curse. Stronger 
foreign action than that will 
ba needed to safeguard the lives 
and property of foreigners in 
Chins. Mr. Ronaid MeNeill’s 
statement in the House of Com- 
mons that there was no reason. to 
attribute bad faith to the Peking 
Government makes us wonder 
who is to be held responsible for 
outrages such asthe Lincheng 
affair. It has: now been establish- 
ed that Shantung troops con- 
spired with this bandit gang, and 
for that reason the: Diplomatic 
Corps is‘ holding the - Chinese 
Government responsible, That is 
as itshould be. This attitude of 
Chinese provincial and centrat 
governments absolving them- 
selves of responsibility for out. 
rages of this character will not do. 
If nobody is responsible, then it 
might just as well be admitted 
that the country hss no Govern. 
mentatall. Trueit has not much 
in the way of organised or firmly 
established authority anywhore, 
but such Government as it does 
possess must asstiredly be held to 
eccount for failing to give dua 
protection to forsigners within 
the country. .
